Russia,” By Former Attorney General 
of British Columbia 


In the following address, Mr. J. Wallace deBeque Farris, K.C., 
former attorney general of British Columbia during the Brew- 
ster and Oliver administrations deals with modern Russia. 
Delivered before the Vancouver Board of Trade, the address was 
hailed as the most informative and enlightening yet heard, 
Keenly analytical, Mr. Farris discusses the ramifications of Com- 
munism and dictatorship in a broad sense.—Editor. 


VANCOUVER, B.C., Jan. 28. — Russia has undoubtedly 
made great strides since the revolution, said J. W. deB. 
Farris, K.C., in a comprehensive and brilliantly analytical 
address on “What About Russia?” at the Vancouver Board 
of Trade. But the essential fact is that the progress which 
has been made, and which will be made in the future, is not 

due to Communism, but to dictatorship. 


Dictatorship Essential 


Democracy would not have done it, be- 
cause democracy is not for people like the 
Russians, any more than dictatorship is for 
a free people like those of Canada, Britain 
and the United States. 

Dictatorship would not work in the 
latter countries because the very idea is 
abhorrent to free people. They would 
never stand for it. 

Russia’s problem is entirely different 
from that of Canada and the other countries 
named. 

Russia was, and is, backward industrially and needs food 
and consumer goods. Russia is trying to solve this problem. 
Canada’s problem is that production of goods of all kinds 
has outrun demand and consumption. 

Russia’s problem thus amounts to building up produc- 

tion of goods to reach a certain standard of living. 

Canada’s problem is to dispose of and distribute a sur- 
plus of goods which can be produced in abundance, thanks 
to her technological advance. 

So far as Russian Communism is concerned, it is incon- 
ceivable that Canada could ever accept her doctrine, or in 
any way turn backwards to learn, from this primitive and 
cruel people. 


World’s Problem 


The problem of the world today is not between Commun- 
ism and Capitalism, but between Democracy and Dictator- 
ship. The great question is ‘(Can Democracy endure?” 

“Russia is the world’s great object lesson in Dictatorship.

is a ruthless efficiency about these modern fanatical dictator- 
ships that should cause every lover of liberty, freedom and 
individual rights, to take heed to the future,” the speaker 
declared.

He also recommends that there 
should be co-operation between the 
city land department and city real 
estate offices in the rnatter of dis- 
posing of parcels of land forfeited 
to the city. Mimeographed lists of 
al] city property for sale might be 
furnished to real estate dealers at 
regular intervals on the basis of a 
commission to be agreed on. 

Absorption, according to Mr. 
Whiston, will mean no loss of ef- 
ficiency to the public and control 
under one administrative head wil] 
result in a saving of administrative 
costs, 

Mr. Whiston recommended that 
consideration be given by council 
to the adoption of a plan for the 
payment of business tax by instal- 
ments, and thet arrears of business 
tax be consolidated for a five year 
period and that payment of one- 
fifth of arrears together with the 
current tax will prevent the ne- 
cessity of distress. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 

Dealing with the police depart- 
ment, Mr. Whiston briefly outlined 
its duties and stated that “this is 
one department where the officials 
come in daily contact with the pub- 
lic and there must, if the force is 
to be efficient and appreciated, be 
established that type of public rela- 
tionship which will at all times 
command the respect and admira- 
tion of the public.” 

He recommended that the tag 
system adopted under bylaw in 
1983 be extended to include al! 
other city bylaws. A saving of $2,- 
000 could be effected if this policy 
were adopted as against the pre- 
sent system of summoning persons 
before the court with the added 
costs incurred. 

He also suggested that considera- 
tion be given to retrenchment in 
connection with the operation of 
the outside police service, more par- 
ticularly in connection with North 
Edmonton. It was found on exam- 
ination that of the work perform- 
| at this point, the greater portion 


of the time was employed in serv- 
ing of summons, the majority of 
which were in connection with city 
bylaws ; 

“There does not appear to me 
te be the necessity for a contin- 
wance of this branch of the de- 
pertment and the district could 
andoubtedly be served by the 
continuanse of the operation of 
the police station at the Exhibi- 
tion grounds.”

The disbanding of the city license 
department as at present organized 
and its absorption by the police de- 
partment, which would result in a 
saving of $5,000 annually is recom- 
mended by Mr. Whiston. He ex- 
| pressed the opinion in his report 
ime the work engaging the atten- 
tion of this department would be 
{adequately and more efficiently 
| taken care of under the contro} of 
the police department. The work 
could be co-ordinated with the pre- 
sent lice department with the 
transfer of one man from the pre- 
| sent license department. 
Mr. Whiston also expressed the

BATON ROUGE, La, Jan. 2—

TENSELY FEARFUL

STONY SILENCE

1934, $459,902. In the latter three 
years $250,600 of this amount was 
charged to capital account, and in 
1931, $200,000. 

It was pointed out that in 1933 
there were 10,468 people receiving 
relief at a cost to the city of $370,- 
135, avhile in 1934, the number was 
reduced to 9,530 but the cost of the 
city’s share had risen to $459,902.

“Thou shalt not lend on usury.” 
The country, he claimed, had erred 
and strayed from the path of right- 
eousness like lost sheep. A nation 
equipped with boundless resources 
and every, primary energy stood 
silently by and saw starvation in 
the midst of abundance “while the 
pagan money-god sneers.” + 

“What master are you serving?” 
Mayor MoGeer hurled at his 
hearers, “No solution to social 
and economic ills will be found 

in any political invention. We 
must not be looking forward. 

Only by looking backward will 

we find the sure and certified

He attacked the 
federal government for its failure 
to present an adequate program 
and the solution of unemployment's 
credit should be controlled, ,he felt. 

Mayor Moaffet, of Kamloops, B.C., 
regretted the cut in provincial 
grants to municipalities and the 
growing interest debt load. The 
conference, he hoped, would en- 
dorse the stand that unemployment 
was a Dominion responsibility. This 
city was willing to carry relief 
costs providing the province return- 
ed to the city revenue taken away, 
declared Mayor T. M. Roberts, of 
Cranbrook. Presenting the case 
for Lethbridge, City Manager Wat- 
son said the city’s share of relief 
had been £82,000 for 1934. He, too, 


believed the Dominion should take 


over the relief load. 


PAYS ITS WAY 


Medicine Hat had been able to 
pay its way so far, stated Mayor 
Bullivant. The bank overdratt 
amounted to only $11,000. While he 
would support a cut in interest 
rates, he did not think the confer- 
ence should make any move which 
would hurt the cities’ financial rat- 
ing. Municipalities should meet 
their obligatjons as they had con- 
tracted them, urged Mayor A. P.

THE MISSING LINK 

The mass buying commission learned that 
lowering of rates for piece-work, violations of 
the minimum wage laws, and part-time employ- 
ment have “ruined the security of wage- 
earners” in the clothing business. 

Which explains of course how the security 
of the workers was ruined but not why; and 
the way is a good deal more important than 
the how. There was a reason why piece-work 
rates were cut, minimum wage laws broken, and 
part-time employment became the rule. That 
reason was empty pockets. 

These wage-cutting incidents did not just 
happen. They came about through the opera- 
tion of laws which always do operate in such 
circumstances. The public had not the money 
to buy clothes; hence the makers of clothes went 
out of employment in large measure and their 
earnings dropped. 

What is even more to the point now—em- 
ployment in that calling will continue to be 
casual, and earnings correspondingly small, until 
buying power in sufficient quantity gets into the 
pockets of the clothes-wearing and clothes-buy- 
ing public. No wage-legislation and no sort of 
regulation can put the clothing-makers back 
on full time and good pay while the public 
haven't money with which to buy clothes. 

The clothing-makers are in the same posi- 
tion as people in every other calling, though 
their plight may be worse than most. They are 
vic s of a lack of effective demand for their 
And effective demand is never present 
1 cash is absent. 


$164,000,000 TO THE GOOD 


The Bureau of Statistics reports the field 
crops grown in Canada in 1934 to be worth 
$544,000,000, Canadian currency. 

Premier Bennett stated the other day, which 
is the fact, that our “sound” dollar is not now 
as sound as it used to be, by son ng more 
than 30 cents, standing at slightly less than 70 
cents in gold 

Which devaluat it should in fairness be 
said, was enforced by circumstances which Mr 
Bennett could not control and did net approve, 
circumstances which threatened the immediate 
and total collapse of the whole business struc- 
ture of Canada. The “sound” dollar was only 
deflated as a last resort, and in the absence of 
any other hope to avert complete disaster 

Measured in terms of gold, or “sound” 
money, Canada’s field crops grown last summer 
were thus worth approximately $380,000,000. 
But the Bureau finds they are worth $544,000,- 
000 in our present day dollars. 

Devaluation of the dollar thus added $164,- 
000,000 to the cash market selling price of the 
Dominion field crops produced in 1934—dollars 
which are legal tender for the payment of debts 
or taxes, and which perform exactly the same 
function in buying goods as thé perfectly 
“sound” dollars Mr. Bennett used to talk about 
as the one and only kind of dollars with whith 
the people of Canada could be trusted 

Explanations from the Prime Minister and 
other “sound” money doctrinaires are urgently 
in order. In particular, farmers are entitled to 
be told why, since cheapening the dollar added 
$164,000,000 to their income from last year's 
field crops, the dollar was not cheapened in 
time to prevent wheat slumping to 25 cents a 
bushel in Edmonton in the fall of 1932.

MINIMUM “SECURITY” 


Like France, in every country where peo- 
ple have developed the capacity to think, they 
are demanding “security.” Security against 
poverty, particularly poverty in old age. 

If life has to go on as a succession of booms 
and slumps, the intelligent citizen who depends 
upon wages or salary or production or trade for 
a living is asking himself what is the use hop- 
ing to ever get ahead of the game and secure a 
competence that he can keep. Why struggle 
and save if every so often a depression or an 
engineered deflation is to come along and sweep 
away everything he has saved? As well] 
squander as he goes, as deny himself only to be 
robbed when he has accumulated some prop- 
erty. 

President Roosevelt has put a “security bill” 
before Congress, which aims to guarantee the 
wage or salary earner a decent living even 
when he can’t find work, or is too old to work, 
or can't work, 

The bill includes compulsory unemployment 
insurance; “compulsory” old age insurance; 
federal grants to needy mothers and children; 
along with an annuity system by which those 
earning good pay can buy future incomes 
larger than the old age pensions. 

Canada already has an annuity system, and 
a good one. It has an old age pension system, 
which only needs an increase in allowances and 


+ 


a lowering of the qualifying age limit. Some of 
the provinces have mothers’ pension systems, 
though they jet no help from the Dominion 
treasury, and should. Unemployment insurance 
is the one thing lacking in Canada to parallel 
the legislation under way at Washington, and 
if the present parliament has any regard for 
human values or its own political prospects it 
will enact an unemloyment insurance scheme at 
the present session. 

None of these safeguards, nor all of them 
together, will solve the problem of depressions, 
nor prevent powerful money-interests deflating 
the value out of everything but money. Nothing 
can do that but absolute, intelligent and honest 
control of money in the public interest by the 
public authority. 

But these safeguards will take some of the 
hazards out of life, and give the “common man” 
and his wife cause to feel that they are not 
merely gatherers of honey for others to con- 
sume while they are left destitute. That is 
“security” at the minimum only, but well 
worth having so far as it goes.

The Calgary Herald is at loggerheads with 
the telegraph department of the C.P.R. and will 
boycott the grinding monopoly by not investing 
in any telegrams. 

Bob Wilcox and Sam Nowlein led half a 
thousand Kanakas and half white royalists in 
open revolt against the Hawaiian republic on 
Sunday, January 6. The rebels were foiled in 
their plan to capture the city of Honolulu. A 
fight took place at Diamond Head between 
police and the rébels in which one man was 
killed.

There's nothing like telling your troubles to 
the “Passing Show.” A reader enlightens me 
on the origin of the name for “Boxing Day.”

It 
all goes to show what hard 
work thinking is. 


I've been following a discussion in Ronald 
Kenvyn’s nautical column “Over the Foreyard” 
in the Vancouver Province, chiefly because it 
concerns an oil painting of the full-rigged ship 
“Monksbarn,” which my brother Harry, who 
has some distinction as a marine artist, painted 
for the Cunard S. S. Company. 

When the Cunard company reproduced the 
painting, a Vancouver man who had seen the 
famous ship at Liverpool many years ago, 
wrote to “Over the Foreyard” to say that she 
carried double topgallant yards on each of her 
three masts instead of royals as shown in the 
painting. That would be an offence almost as 
bad as painting one of the C.P.R. “Empresses” 
with four funnels instead of three. I'd an idea 
Harry sailed on the Monksbarn as a youngster 
and had helped furl her royals many a time, 
but he’s down in the South Seas painting at 
the present time. 

However, the mystery has been cleared up. 
It appears that both are right. An old sailing 
ship man sends in a photograph of the Monks- 
barn, showing her with royals on her three tall 
masts, supporting Capt. Bisset, the port warden 
of Vancouver, who had sailed in her. But a 
third man offers the explanation that after the 
Monksbarn changed owners her tall rig was 
cut down for economy's sake to double top- 
gallants. , 

The discussion shows the value of newspaper 
publicity. How very happy it is when an argu- 
gument is over to find that both sides were 
right. 

Working a few days ago with files (whieh 
were useless) and an emery wheel, to fashion 
a piece of jade into an ornament, I learned to 
respect the Chinese craftsmen who carve jade, 
and think I discovered why jade is held in 
such high esteem among the primitive races. So 
highly was it valued at the time of the Mexi- 
can Conquest that when Cortez was forced to 
leave Mexico, out of all the accumulated treas- 
ures of Montezuma, Diaz contented himself 
with taking only four pieces of jade. 

As far away as New Zealand and Egypt it 
was held in high esteem—in Egypt as a charm 
against illness and among the Maoris as an 
object of worship. 

My friend Keith Stewart-Hay, whose 
anthropological studies in Indian graves at 
Harrison and Marpole in British Columbia 
were teld in three illustrated articles in the 
“Illustrated London News,” says he finds jade 
among the treasures buried with the ancient 
chiefs of the coast Indians. This is the more 
remarkable because it must have been brought 
from afar. 

And why was it clothed with so many vir- 
tues and held in such high esteem? My guess 
is that it was because of its hardness—it is 
harder an emerald. Mr. Stewart-Hay 
Says it is ten per cent harder than iron. It was 
the stuff for fashioning tools long before iron 
and copper were known. The New Zealanders 
still have ancient adzes with blades made of 
green jade.

The only thing harder than jade that I've 
heard of in Canada is the skull of Joseph 
Emond, a Fyench-Canadian living at Orillia. 
Joseph is unemployed at present, or to speak 
with more exactitude, he is making a living by 
inviting people to smash bricks on his head. 

Applying for shelter at Orillia lock-up last 
week, he showed the quality of his skull by 
jumping into the air and coming down head 
first on the hardwood floor. Then he took the 
police outside and ran head first into a maple 
tree. He offered to let a 220-pound cop smash 
hardwood boards on his head and says his 
father, aged 72, is just as good at smashing 
bricks and boards with his head as himself. 

Years ago as a youth in Liverpool ambi- 
tious for a fistic career, I had the misfortune 
to knock out a promising young gangster of 
about my own age in a supposedly friendly ring 
bout, Misfortune, I say, because next night 
he and his gang waylaid me on my way home 
from work. While the gang corralled me, the 
leader knocked me down with a blow on the 
head from a hammer. It didn’t knock me out 
or stun me. I remember I got to my feet and 
ran. I didn’t even bother to tell the police, 
though I have since refrained from listing it in 
my repertoire of life's hard knocks for fear my 
friends would write me down as a man with an 
undisciplined imagination. But Joe Emond will 
let you smash bricks on his skull for a cup of 
coffee or a shakedown 

I've used my thick skull since as a news- 
paper man, but here’s a poor chap of 36 for 
whose special talent Canada has no more use 
in these hard days than to ram trees or try to 
dint concrete pavements

The sinus cavities are hollow spaces within 
the bones of the face which give the skull a 
greater lightness than would be possible if the 
cavities were of solid bone. When a sinus or 
antrum is diseased, an examination with the 


X-ray is of value as the X-ray pictures will 
show a comparatively cloudy 
area. 

Another test of the sinuses 
is given by transillumination. 
This kind of test yields im- 
portant information in a 
well-developed case and the 
test should be given in all 
suspected cases of sinus dis- 
order. A good way for you to 
get an idea of how trans- 
illumination is used, is for 
you to hold your hand up in 
front of an electric light. Keep the fingers 
together and you will see a clear, rosy glow 
between them. All that transillumination of 
the sinus consists of, is placing a special elec- 
tric light in the patient's mouth. If the sinuses 
‘and antra are healthy, they show the same 
pink, rosy glow which you saw between your 
fingers. The test is extremely interesting to 
one watching as it will even throw a light 
through the pupils of the eyes so that they look 
like rose-colored holes or wells. When a sinus 
cavity is diseased and mucus and pus have 
accumulated in it, the accumulation will cut off 
the light in that one spot, which will appear 
cloudy. 

There are several of these cavities in the 
face which havs been given different names 
although the general term for them is accessory 
nasal sinuses. The hollow cavity in the upper 
jawbone has been given the name of the an- 
trum of Highmore while the frontal sinuses are 
two air-cavities in the lower part of the frontal 
bone, located in the forehead. The sinuses and 
antra communicate with the nose and are lined 
with a continuation of the same mucous mem- 
brane lining the nasal chamber. In health, these 
cavities drain into the nose by way of small 
openings, but when the cavities are inflamed, 
the mucous membrane may swell up enough so 
that it closes off the openings. It has been 
estimated that the mucous membrane is only 
about 1-24 of an inch thick ordinarily, but when 
Swollen it becomes about nine times as thick. 
Because of its thickening, any mucus or pus in 
the hollow space produced by inflammatory 
changes cannot drain readily and as it accum- 
ulates it causes pressure against the bone, pro- 
ducing the pain so frequently found in sinus 
trouble. 

When the frontal sinus is the one affected, 
the pain may seem to be a boring ache through 
the forehead or over one eye; when the antrum 
of the cheek is affected, the pain may appear 
to be that of a severe toothache in the upper 
jaw or may seem to be like neuralgia. Because 
of the fact that the roots of some of the bi- 
euspies and molars may reach through to the 
antrum located in the upper jawbone, it will 
be easily seen that if the roots of these teeth 
are abscessed, they may involve the antrum. 
For this reason, I advise that the teeth receive 
the attention of a dentist in all cases of antrum 
trouble. 

In addition to the pain found in sinus 
trouble, there may also occur a feeling of heavi- 
ness or pressure and a dull headache. An acute 
attack subsides as soon as the accumulated im- 
purities are discharged. In the chronic form it 
is usual for the sinus trouble to seem to clear 
up for a time, growing worse later. When treat- 
ment is neglected, a chronic inflammation of a 
sinus or antrum is like a forest fire which will 
seem to die out for a period, being fanned to 
fresh outbreaks from time to time. 

The only permanent means of relief I have 
found for sinus trouble is a fasting and dieting 
treatment which will empty the cavities and 
bring the membrane lining them back to a 
normal healthy condition. Local treatments 
such as mild antiseptic washes or ultra violet 
ray treatments may hurry along the cure by 
providing better drainage but with these must 
be used a systemic treatment to cleanse the 
blood. The combination of systemic and local 
treatment will be successful with no return of 
the sinus trouble.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1859, the site 
of the present city of New West- 
minster was created the capital 
of the Province of British Colum- 
bia, then only the mainland. Up 
to a year before, the territory had 
been known as New Caledonia 
and was under the control of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, but on 
August 20, 1658, it was trans- 
formed by the British govern- 
ment into the colony of British 
Columbia. On November 19 fol- 
lowing, the legislat!ve birthday 
of British Columbia was enacted 
with the swearing in of officials 
under the auspices of Governor 
Douglas and Chief Justice Beg- 
bie, the company fort, Langley, 
being designated as the capital.

Time To Equalize Freight Rates 
‘On Farm Products 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C.—. 


It is more than a platitude to say that the national crops are 
raised and sold in open market world competition by farmers who 
live in all parts of the country. One farmer is just as valuable to 
the nation as another in proportion to the quantity by which he 
adds to the nation’s crop. Also he has to sell his produce at very 
slight margin over the cost of production, involving a deduction 
of the cost of freighting to tidewater. 


But when a branch line of railway is constructed and farmers 
are induced to farm new areas, there is an increased freight rate 
to be paid. Farmers in the Peace River area complain that they 
are penalized from six cents to fifteen cents per bushel to freight 
their wheat to market over the rate paid by farmers on the main 
line. This is a serious complaint,—because the wheat in one area 
should not be given a preference over wheat raised in another, The 
wheat crop is an undivided national asset; and the freight rate 
for carrying it to tidewater should be a uniform sum per bushel 
no matter where it is raised. 


The farmer on a branch line does not get any tariff reduction 
or any tax reduction because the freight rates penalize and de- 
prive him of any power to make a profit; he pays tariff rates and 
taxes on the full scale applying all over the country, therefore he 
should not pay any higher freight rates. 


Some days ago a motor agent came in and offered to sell an 
auto for $1,500.00 delivered in Vancouver, B.C. The compliment 
was appreciated,—although walking is the only possibility for a 
while yet. Reference to a Seattle paper showed that the same auto 
could be bought in Seattle for $1,150.00. There is no possibility that 
the extra cost,—should there be any extra cost,—of producing the 
auto in Canada could exceed $150.00. It is then plain as a pikestaff 
that some quietly interested citizen is ladling at least $200.00 in 
gravy out of each auto deal. The published self-commendations of 
the Prime Minister do not include any promise to make the tariff 
pets use smaller ladles and get less gravy. 


But the farmer does not get any gravy at all; and when a tariff 
pet ladles about 20% of gravy in respect of every tractor, and 
implement, and article the farmer buys it is a serious matter, and 
spells ruin when there is a greatly increased freight rate to pay 
as compared with main line farmers. 


All farmers can ot locate on the main line; neither can the 
main line be oper: .ed without the commodities brought in from 
branch lines. 


The extra cost of freighting in the things the farmers buy, do 
not involve more than a hardship; but an extra charge of from 
six cents to fifteen cents a bushel on wheat going out means ruin 
in most cases.

Women are reading the entir 
newspaper, rather than just the 
women's pages today, Mrs. Frank-| 
lin D. Roosevelt, wife of President 
Roosevelt, told 900 members and 
guests of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association at the Wal- 


dorf-Astoria at the latest annual 
dinner of the Bureau of Advertis- 
ing. Women are beginning to un- 
derstand the motives behind what 
happens in the world of politics 
she said, and to take a keener in- 


terest in the government of their 
country than ever before. 
Newspapers in their news col-, 


umns are primarily devoted to the | 
interests of men, Mrs. Roosevelt 
told the publishers, though the ad- 
vertising departments know that 
women are an important part of| 
their clientele, and “we women| 
realize what an irnportant part of a | 
newspaper the advertising depart. | 
ments must be.” But men's inter- 
ests were really the important in-! 
terests of the day, she said 


SAYS INTEREST 
STEMS FROM HOME 

There was no question. she said 
but that the greatest primary in- 
terest of woman, married or single | 
centered in the home. “But because | 
of that very interest,” she asserted 
“the average woman is taking a 
wider interest in the affairs of the 
world at large. I think the Corer 
sion has had the effect of making | 
women more interested in govern- | 
mental activities than ever before.” | 

She told of the mail she receiv- | 
ed at the White House from bas | 
dreds of women all over the coun- 
try, and listed the subjects of the! 
letters as including “loans to home| 
owners, farm loans, pension sys- 
tems, foreign trade, wars, interna- | 
tional relations, health questions, | 
labor questions and even econo- 
mics” from the points of view of 
riddle aged men and women and / 
of youth. 

“All these questions,” said |

HER EXPERIENCE 

So, she said, when néwspaper edi- 
tors sometimes pointed to the rising 
power of women in politics, she was 
inclined to think back to the years 
when she sat on the doorsteps of 
politicians and in ante-rooms of 
conventions, and when she knew 
that although the politicians receiv. 
ed her with courtesy they were 
saying to themselves she was only 
a woman and that women did not 
count in the serious side of politics 
“I know the changes of the last ten 
years,” she said, “and many other 
women know them too, 

“Women are beginning to under- 
stand the motives that lie behind 
the things that happen. Women are 
beginning to understand why 
tain papers take certain positions 
They are no longer living in a 
dream world. Women want the real 
facts about all phases of life to-| 
day.” 

As they began to consider social 
questions, Mrs. Roosevelt said, the 
women were not afraid to face the 
future.

Mary Breckenridge, founder 
and director of the Frontier 
Nursing Service, Inc, which 


sends midwives on horseback 
over 700 square miles of rough 
terrain in eastern Kentucky 
to minister to mountain moth- 
ers, was in New York today to 
report her service had account- 
ed for its second 1,000 babies 
without the loss of a mother. 
The first 1,000 had been accom- 
panied by two maternal deaths, 
caused by heart conditions 

The record, which is much 
better than the mortality record 
of well-appointed metropolitan 
hospitals, was made by a staff 
of 30 midwife-nurses and a 
score of couriers, young girls 
of Junior League connections, 
who volunteer for the work, un- 
der the supervision of Mrs.

LIVER BALLS 

One-half pound veal liver, 
eggs, 1 cup dried bread crumbs, 1 
tablespoon flour, 12 teaspoon salt, 
1-8 teaspoon nutmeg, 1-8 teaspoon 
pepper, few gratings lemon rind. 

Parboil liver in boiling water, 
put through fine knife of the food 
chopper. Add bread crumbs, flour 
and seasonings. Mix well and add 
eggs well beaten. If not moist 
enough to hold together, add a 
litue milk, Drop from tip of spoon 
into boiling stock. Cover and sim- 
mer twenty minutes. Vigorous boil- 
ing when balls are first dropped in 
soup might break them. Serve in 
plates with soup. 

The stock should be well sea- 
soned and strained. When wanted 
it must be brought to the boiling 
point before the balls are added.

REACHES CITY 


Held up by snow slides and 
drifts, both fore and aft, which 
blocked the main line of the C.P.R. 
at North Bend, B.C., for five days, 
Dr. Julian Huxley, 
and scientist, who is to speak at 
Convocation hall, University of Al- 
berta, at 8:15 p.m. today under the 
auspices of the National Council of 
Education, arrived in this city on 
Sunday evening. 

Dr. Huxley was met at the C.N.R. 
Station on his arrival by Dr. Wil- 
liam Rowan of the U. of A., whose 
guest he is during his stay here. 

Fears were felt on Saturday that 
he would be unable to fulfill his 
engagement here on account of be- 
ing held up, and steps were taken 
to cancel it, on account of many 
other engagements awaiting him. 

However, when the line was 
cleared Dr. .Huxley decided to 
come back here and keep his en- 
gagement and cancel that at Van- 
couver if necessary. 

Met at the station on his arrival, 
Dr. Huxley said he was very tired 
after his enforced protracted stay 
at North Bend. 


Asked regarding some of his ex- | 


periences there, Dr. Huxley said 
that on the fifth day of the block- 
ade the track was cleared and he 
returned to Kamloops and then 
transferred to the C.N.R., and re-| 
turned here. 

“I could have made the trip to 
Vancouver by way of Prince Ru- 
pert and down by boat, but I pre- 
ferred coming back,” he said. 

Thoroughly tired, Dr. Huxley 
asked to be excused from further 
comment, and hurried off with Dr. 
Rowan for a good night's rest prior 
to his appearance this evening at 
Convocation hall. 

Dr, Huxley, widely known both 
as a writer and ecientist, was born 
on the night of Queen Victoria's 
Jubilee, 

He is now on the staff of King's | 
College, London, which post he re- | 
linquishes in April next to take up 
the secretaryship of the Royal 
Zoological Society. 

He was educated at Eton and Bal- 
liol College, Oxford, and later 
taught zoology at Oxford, at the 
Rice Institute, Texas, and later at 
King’s College. 
War he served as an intelligence of- 
ficer at general headquarters of the 
British Army in Italy.

Captain, Chief Engineer 


and Cook of Hudson's 
Bay Ship Margot Glad 


to Get Back to Civiliza- 


tion. 


“We're sure glad to get out,” 
were the first words spoken by 
Captain C, H. Roberts, chief en- 
gineer W. Weidemann and cook 
L. A. Larocque, of the Hudson's 
Bay Company freighter, Margot 
A., when they stepped out of 
Pilot Stunley MacMillan's big 
Fokker plane at the Edmonton 
airport late Sunday afternocn, 
after an epic dash from their 
ship, frozen into the Arctic seas 
at Lettie Bay, 350 miles north of 
Great Bear Lake, since Septem- 
ber 5, 1934. 


SEVEN MONTHS NO BATH 

“The first thing I'm going to do 
is have a bath,” grinned Engineer 
Weidemann. “I haven't had one 
for seven months; just swill-downs 
with seal oil.” 

It was the first time that any 
northland pilot has ventured the 
dangerous flight into Lettie Bay 
and was made by Stan MacMillan 
of Mackenzie Air Service after he 
had waited five days at Cameron 
Bay on Great Bear Lake for favor- 
able weather. 


THREE LEFT BEHIND 


Three of the crew of the Margot 
A. have been left on the boat until 
the spring break-up. They are 
George Abbs, Edward Chapel and 
John Elneff, deck-hands, 


Freighting for the Hudson's 
Bay Company in the Arctic, 
Captain Roberts, a Vancouver 
man, was forced to run the Mar- 
got A. into Lettie Bay on Sep- 
tember 5 to escape the ravages of 
& savage northland gale that 
smashed up another freighter, 
The Hazel, from which the crew 
managed to escape when the boat 
was pounded to pieces on the 
Arctic coast. Ice formed quick- 
ly and before the captain of the 
deiscl-motored Margot could get 
under way, the 90-foot boat was 
frozen in. Three other ships, 
further east along the coast, met 
the same fate. 


The Margot was on her last trip 
from Coppermine to her base at 
fade a when the ice trapped 

er. 

A situation which in another de- 
cade might have looked . hopeless, 
was an easy matter for Captain 
Roberts to get around. He and the 
crew of five moved into the Hud- 
son's Bay Post at Lettie Bay, which 
is the home of three other white 
men, two Roman Catholic misison- 
aries and the post manager. 


FOOD PACKED IN 

The addition of six more mouths 
to the white men’s tables at the post, 
might have had its difficulties, had 
not food been taken in by dog 
teams. The marooned seamen, com- 
municated by short wave with the 
radio stations at Coppermine and 
Aklavik and arrangements were 
made to rush them out to civiliza- 
tion by air. They hoped to celebrate 
Christmas in Vancouver but day 
after day passed without the 44 be- 
low zero, three-hour Arctic days 
being broken by the drone of a 
plane. 


COULD NOT HUNT 


The men settled down for a long} 
wait, spending the long winter eve- | 


nings around the bridge table and 
radio, Daylight hours of which 
there were never more than three 
}and one half, saw them making 
short dog trips into the bleak 
country surrounding the post. Not 
being residenced in the North West 
Territories the necessary four years, 
they were not permitted to hunt. 
“We played a lot of bridge,” 
plained Captain Roberts when tell- 
ing of his enforced imprisonment 


into the Arctic, “and we spent many | 


hours around the radio, The recep- 
tion was wonderful, We could pul! 
in London, Paris, Berlin, South 
America and Asiatic stations in the 
middle of the day and at night the 
distance reached on the broadcast 
bands was almost limitless.”

‘DR. COLLINS 
SPEAKER AT | 
LOCAL FORUM 


Medieval Foundations ‘of 
Modern Economic Life, 
Subject 

“The broad outlines of modern 
social and economic life were laid 
down during the middle ages,” said | 

Dr. R. W. Collins, University of 
Alberta, guest speaker at the Ed- | 
| monton Forum held in the Masonic | 
| Temple Sunday night. | 

Speaking on “Medieval Founda- 
j tions of Modern Economic Life,” | 
| the speaker stated that during the | 
| early period of the medieval ages 
there had been a general decline | 
of civilization and a_ period of 
retrogression, in addition to a slow- 
ing down in economic and cultural 
life 

War during this period, stated the 
speaker had been the normal state | 
of society, while with the absence 
of authority there had been little 
trade or industry and agriculture 
had suffered 

A change from this condition, said i 
Dr. Collins, had become apparent 
when the middle ciass came. into 
being. Trade and industry had de- 
veloped during this period, a de- | 
velopment which had. been stimu- | 
lated by the Crusaders. | 
URBAN LIFE STARTS 

The rise of urban life had been | 
an important factor in the develop- 
ment of medieval times, said the | 
speaker. The Tudors had catered to 
the leaders of the middle class and 
from this had developed the con- 
trol of government by the middle 
class in the 19t. century. 

Regulation of trade and industry 
was by no means a modern inven- | 
| tion, said Dr. Collins. During this 
period there had been interference 
jin business by the government | 
| while prices had been carefully 
| regulated. } 


| CLASS CONSCIOUSNESS 
| The rise of industry, said Dr. | 
Collins had brought another class 
into being and this was the artisan 
or proletarian class. The role of 
this class, stated the speaker, had | 
been almost the same as that of the 
serf in agricultural society. While 
there had been a strike made for | 
better conditions the people had 
| not become class conscious until the 
| industrial revolution. 

The regulation of the woollen in- 
dustry during the reign of Edward 
| 11 was described by Dr. Collins, 
| who stated that the export duties 
| on wool and cloth at this time had 
possibly revealed the roots of eco- 
nomic nationalism.
